Beylin less 
than two weeks ago, he de- 
| scribed the situation as the eye 
in a_ hurricane. “Everyone 
there is calm. They do not ex- 
| pect a violent solution or seem 
to be in a state of panic.” | 

Questioned as to the news- 
| paper treatment of the situa- 
tion, he smiled and commented, 
that at this time of the year, 
to make a case for Berlin, the 
newswriters “must yell louder 
; than the baseball world.” 

He also mentioned that the 
furor felt in the United States 

is high because we are lead- 
ers of the democratic, non- 
coerced part of the world, 
and thus must take the brunt 
of the headaches and disput- 
ed leadership, just as Britain 
did a short while ago. 

“We will for a while be the 
most hated country because of | 
this leadership,” he added, also 
| noting that the aid extended to | 
struggling young countries is 
not blazed forth in the papers 
because no one would read the 
information. This he said was 
the work of magazines. Russia 
takes it opportunity to use 
propaganda heavily, discount- 
ing the larger sums expended 
by the United States in other 
democratic countries. 

He spoke favorably of Adlai 
Stevenson, U.S. representative 
on the Security Council, noting 
that Stevenson has just the 
right touch to back the dicta- 
tors into a corner. The new} 
countries, too, have achieved a|

high status in world diplomacy. | 
The African nations chose their 
top representatives to send to 
the United Nations, men who 
proceed sensibly and act in 
proper accord with the interna- 
tional situations.

Freeway Route E— which 
cuts through East Palo Alito, 
Menlo Park and Palo Alto— 
Tuesday night gained the unan- 
imous support of the Menlo 
Park City Council. 

The turn of events was sur- 
prising but not unheralded. 

Mayor William R. Lawson 
had announced at a previous 
meeting that he was on the 
verge of getting Council agree- 
ment to a general statement of 
policy for inclusion in the tran- 
script of the recent Division of 
Highways public hearing on 
the Willow Road-Sand Hill 
Road freeway: outes. 

Voting for the resolution 
were Councilmen Ira Bonde 
and Michael Belangie, whe 
had vociferously opposed any 
and all routes in previous 
Council discussion. 

Also supporting the Route E 
statement made by the mayor 
were Councilmen Silas Payne 
and- Charles Anderson. They 
had been previous advocates of 
Route E. 

When the Council action, 
which took only a few minutes, 
was completed, applause was 
heard from those who were 
against Route. A, which gener- 
ally follows Willow | Road. 
There was na immediate reac 
tion from the O’Connor - Wil- 
lows-Menalto group whose 
homes lie in the path of E. 

But Herbert Moseley, a 
spokesman for the group, 
charged later that-“‘we were 
sold out by cheap polities.” 

Asked what his group plans 
now, he said, “It looks pretty 
much as though we’re on our 
own ... we'll have to hold a 
caucus and decide what we'll 
do.” 

STATEMENTS 

Bonde and Belangie did not 
make statements Tuesday night 
explaining their apparent 
change in position. 

But on Wednesday morning, 
Bonde said his basic feeling 
“has never changed . . . I feel 
we don’t need a freeway, but 
as Councilman Payne has said, 
there is a cannon at our heads 
and we had to act accordingly.” 

He noted that “it was obvious 
the majority wanted to settle 
on some route. The only reason 
for my support of the letter 
was unanimity and strength for 
the city’s overall position.” 

Bone said that he “would 
fight tooth and nail” with the 
state highway planners if 
they chose a route that ‘di. 
verges more into Menlo 
Park” than does Route E.

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“Zip Guns’ Bad Mechanics 
—Among Other Things 


Last week, sheriff's officers and Menlo Park police 
took in five “zip guns” in the wake of a “gang rumble” in 
the area, the latter involving Menlo Park boys. 


The police have guaranteed that they're going to be 
severe on other youths found to possess the home-made 
waepons and rightly so. 

But beyond this, the manufacture and possession of 
“zip guns” calls for education of those who have them. 

The example of home craftsmanship of this variety 
which turned up at the Menlo Park police station last week 
was a sample of workmanship so crude it was a menace 
to the operator, as well as to all those within his immediate 
vicinity. 

A firing mechanism made out of a crudely-filed door 
bolt shows little ingenuity and almost no craftsmanship; 
the selection of a section of automobile radio antenna as a 
borrel shows a complete lack of knowledge of the nature of 
explosives. 

The entire assembly — it was held together with bent 
nails, badly fitted staples and rubber bands — would have 
been laughable if its uses were not deadly. 

The police are justified in confiscating these devices 
not only in the interest of public safety, but in the interest 
of saving the builder of such a weapon from injuring him- 
self —no matter how much this conduct may make such 
injuries seem only simple justice.

In Sportsmanship, Too 


Much has been said in recent weeks about the em- 
phasis placed on various sports activities that are favorites 
of the young. 

But before we lose our perspective, let’s back off and 
take a look, and see who the real baddies among youth 
sports aficionados are: They're the overzealous parents, 
that’s who. 

As any playground director or Little League coach

College Board 
Seats Officers, 
Hears of Budget 


At the organization meeting 
on Wednesday, July 12th, the 
Board of Trustees of the San 
Mateo Junior College District 
elected Carl E. Ward as Presi- 
dent of the Board and Robert 
A. Tarver as clerk for 1961- 
62. 

Superintendent Julio Bortol- 
azzo announced a probable de- 
crease of 81% cents in the tax 
rate for the junior college dist- 
rict for 1961-62 instead of 6 1-3 
cents as originally forecast. 

A sharp decline in the tax 
rate for bond interest and re- 
demption from approximately 
11 cents to 3.64 cents was the 
major cause for the decrease 
in the tax. The board deter- 
mined that the assessed valua- 
tion for the junior college dist- 
rict will be $794,284,780 com- 
pared to $428,105,252 in 1960- 
DUG 

This substantial increase 
was caused by the addition 
of the Sequoia High School 

District to the junior college 

district. 

The board was informed that 
the tax rate for 1961-62 wil 
total 424% cents. This total in- 
cludes the 35 cents mainten- 
ance tax, 1.12 cents for retire- 
ment, 2.74 cents for commun- 
ity service, 3.64 cents for bond 
interest and redemption. In 
1960-61 the total tax was 51 
cents. 

The continued growth of jun- 
ior college enrollment was re- 
flected in a 13 per cent increase 
in average daily attendance for 
the 1960-61 school year. Total 
attendance for the year was 
4757 compared to 5202 in 1959- 
60 as reported by Registrar 
Herbert R. Warne. 

Dr. Julio Bortolazzo report- 
ed to the board a sharp drop 
in current costs of education 
per student from $536 in 1959-

as bad as they used to be. 

Vice as it’s practiced today 
is apparently pretty pallid, fur- 
tive stuff when compared with 
that of a generation ago, as the 
files of the Recorder show. 

Considering that Menlo Park 

was much smaller in 1929 than 
it is today, being bounded 
roughly by Olive Street, Mid- 
dlefield Road San Francis- 
quito creek and Valparaiso 
Avenue, the figures indicate it 
was a pretty wild place, by 
modern standards. 

Herewith a “letter to the 
voters and property owners,” 
written by Police Chief Tom 
Furman and published in the 
Nov. 16, 1928, issue of the Re- 
corder: 

“I was appointed Chief of 
Police of the city of Menlo 
Park on Jan. 6, 1928 and to 
date have made 17 arrests 
in Chinatown and have col- 
lected in fines from that 
sources $1156. There have 
been nine arrests and con- 
victions of bootleggers who 
paid into the city treasury 
$3650, making a total of fines 
collected from gamblers and 
bootleggers of $4700; 14 boot- 
legging joints have been 
closed and seven gambling 
dens put out of business.’ 

(The “Chinatown” referred 

to was the area surrounding 
San Antonio Street, at one time 
the biggest Chinatown between 
San Francisco and San Jose.— 
ed.) 

“Therefore, quite naturally, 
that undesirable element is 
more than anxious to get rid 
of me at any cost, and through 
more or less indirect channels 
have been able to reach the 
confidence of respected citi- 
zens and are using them for 
the purpose of breaking down 
our clean city government. 

“They are now circulating a 
petition for the purpose of re- 
calling two, and possibly three, 
of our councilman, with the 
idea of putting forward candi- 
dates to run against these 
gentlemen who will be favor- 
able to that element and 
against public decency. 

“T eall upon the clean, home- 
loving citizens of Menlo Park 
and ask them to look back upon 
the condition of their little city 
just nine months ago; and ask 
them this question: Shall the 
city continue to run along in 
the clean, progressive and bus- 
inesslike manner that it is now 
running, or shall it be given 
back into the hands of the 
liquor dealers, gamblers and 
drug vendors? .. .” 

Police Chief Furman, of 
course, had an advantage, 
when it came to running up 
impressive figures. He was 
the first police chief the city 
had ever had. 

Prior to his appointment, 
law enforcement for the entire 
south county, that is, the area 
south of Atherton, which had 


in the hands of a single con- 
stable. 

The character of the com- 
munity might be indicated by 
another historic fact: The town 
once had a jail, but it was 
never used. 

The edifice was built many 
years before, of one-foot cubes 
of Redwood. It stood in what’s 
now the Camino Parking plaza 
and was torn down in a com- 
munity cleanup campaign of 
1934. 

It is true that in recent 
years there have been more 
murders in town than in previ- 
ous years. Already this year, 
two men have gone before the 
county courts charged with 
shooting their wives, and an- 
other man has been sentenced 
to death for killing a Menlo 
Park policeman. 

But even when Menlo Park 
was far less populous, there 
were shootings; a gunman 
shot a deputy sheriff at a 
restaurant just north of town 
in 1927. 

Those who like to hearken 
back to “the good old days” 
might well take the record into 
account, when declaiming 
about the deterioration of pub- 
lic morals

Face New Levies

Carrying through with dis- 
cussions of the revision of the 
state laws covering school dist- 
rict assessments and taxing 
problems, we would point out 
that county property owners 
are in for an ever higher ratio 
of assessments in the coming 
years. 

The state law, AB 1000, pro- 
vided that school districts could 
set a special levy if the prop 
erty assessments made by the 
county did not come up to 25 
per cent of actual values on a 
state-wide basis.

New Businesses 
Are ‘Found’ Here 


State collection of sales tax 
monies has resulted in the find- 
ing of five small businesses in 
homes, which the city didn’t 
know about before. 

And finding this out, city 
planners last week cheer- 
fully issued “home  occupa- 
tion” permits for the activities. 
They were to: 

Lloyd E. Brown, for part- 
time gunsmithing at his home 
at 208 Durham St.; 

Robert B. Huntley, for inter- 
ior decorating offices at his 
home at 215 Concord Drive; 

Ward Wright, for manufac- 
turing picture frames at his 
home at 316 Arbor Road; 

Charles Kolarik, for tailoring 
and alterations, at 144 Willow 
Road, and 

Harold Klee, who does his 
managerial work as a photo- 
graphic film manufacturers’ 
representative at his home at 
815 Fremont St. 


but now the bill has been a- 
mended so that the special 
tax must be levied by the 
county—on a county-wide 
leveling off basis. 

San Mateo county dropped 
from $1.11 last year to $1.07 
this year, meaning that valua- 
tions are now at 23.93 percent 
of market prices. 

The State Board of Equaliza- 
tion makes its own sampling 
survey in all counties, then sub- 
mits its figures to the State 
Board of Edueation. which not- 
ities counties of their deficen- 
cies. 

There are many counties 
with higher deficiencies than 
San Mateo county. Tehama 
county has 1.17, Orange 1.14, 
Sacramento 1.12, just as an ex- 
ample. Lowest deficiency in the 
state is Ventura county with 
88. 

According to the state factor 
list, every county in the state 
is failing to come up to the 25 
per cent of valuation on their 
assessments. 

The screams of the contin- 
ued raise in assessments can- 
not be over until the 25 per 
cent average is maintained 
and the way homes and prop- 
erties are being priced the 
prospects are not bright that 
we will ever attain that goal. 


The State Board is bound by 
law to make the surveys and. 
school districts are allowed to 
base their tax rates on the ratio 
of average daily attendance a- 
gainst the assessments. This 
brings a tax over and beyond 
the legal limit allowed by the 
voters. 

This new amendment to AB 
1000 means that the board ot 
supervisors must assess a spec- 
ial tax of approximately six 


cents to raise the estimated 
$500,000 shortage in assessed 
valuations. 


The siate board takes its 
sampling by studying record- 
ed sales in various parts of the 
counties and values surround- 
ing properties on the basis of 
the sale prices. 

This does not necessarily 
mean that if a home next 
door sells for $40,000 your 
home is worth as much. All 
properties are based on a per 
footage value plus other im- 
provenients. 


The sale prices of the other 
homes definitely would estab- 
lish the valuation of your land, 
however. It is all a very com- 
plicated system, but it does 
show the power of the school 
district lobbies that now make 
the tax county-wide instead of 
on a district to district basis. 

Last year Burlingame, Hills- 
borough City, Menlo Park City, 
Pescadero and Woodside 
School Districts did not have 
to assess a tax to cover assess- 
ment losses. 

This year those districts will 
be hit with the six-cent tax to 
pay for the “poorer” districts. 
Coastside Union, for example, 
last year charged 14 cents and 
will save eight cents this year 
by having the county-wide tax. 
Ravenswood was even higher at 
147 cents, San Bruno had .131, 
San Carlos .066 and Redwood 
City .067. Sequoia Union High 
School District had to assess 
057 cents to make up the ass- 
essment differences and Jef- 
ferson Union .047, San Mateo 
Union was .032, Half Moon Bay 
Union .051. South San Fran- 
cisco Unified did not have to 
make a levy-—but will they 
lower the tax rate? 

Although no decision has 
been reached, it is likely that 
the county will show this tax 
copeeaeety as a special school 
ax. 

This will mean that the act- 
ual county tax rate will prob- 
ably drop from between 12 and 
15 cents, but when you get all 
the special taxes the total rate 
will be even higher than} last 
year. 

Try as they will, the board of 
Supervisors will not be able to 
escape the wrath of taxpayers 
when they see their bills in 
the fall. But let’s face it, asses- 
sments will continue to rise 
and the only way to actually 
reduce the tax take is to cut 
spending—on the local, county, 
State and federal levels! 

If you hear that familiar
